1; three acres of peas for hog feed- 
also four acre« of co-n—this corn io a new depar- 
ture, the seed havinj; been procured in northern 
New 1 ork. It is out of danger irom frost and the 
sta'ks stand nearlv eight feet high loaded heavily 
with eais. They arc now backsetting nnd break- 
ing, running five teams; have one hundred and 
seventy acres done and will complete the entite 
in n few davs, rendv for next season's crop. It 
really is a Dalrymple farm on a small scale, with

Who Died in the Prison 


From the New York World (Aug. 141. 


Mary Valentine (which, by the way, is 


not her real namej,the octogenarian whose 
approaching death in the Tomb^ prison 
was reported yesterday", died yesterday 
morning at daybreak. "She will (be jur- 
ied to-day, in a plot of ground at Grien- 
wood cemetery, which had been savecj by 
a distant relative, who is now very poor, 
from the wreck of former fortunes. Her 
relatives, however, are too poor to pay 
for the burial, and ex Commissioner of 
Charities, Isaac Bell, has assumed the ex- 
penses of the funeral. As was said yes-1 
terday, Miss Valentine was one of the 
first inmates of the Tombs. Mr. Bell, as 
guardian of the alms house, under the old 
regime, and as commissioner afterwards, 
was nearly twenty years in office. 
He 


took a great deal of interest during her 
lifetime in the eccentricities of 
the 


old woman's habit* and the story of her 
life. 


"Have you ever read Little Dorrit?" 


asked a little old mari. whose face is fa- 
miliar in the corridors of the tombs, 
"Then, of course you remember the father 
of the Marshalseajprison. In like man 
ner Mary may be said to have been the 
mother ot the City prison, or at least of 
the two main branches of it; and in many 
respects Dickens' discription of the fa- 
ther of the Marshaisea and of the considy 
eration that was paid to him by the othei 
and younger prisoners would apply totkis 
mother of the Tombs. Mary was the 
daughter of a New Jersey farmer. I have 
heard my father say that she was one ol 
the irjost beautiful of woman in her youth. 
If you look at her as she lies in her coffin, 
tteere you will see Meg Merrilies, because 
the only beauty she had preserved—her 
eyes—are closed. She was noted for her 
pretty leet and pretty hands. A temper- 
ance lecturer or a member of the female 
Guardian society could get an excellent 
moral out 
of 
Mary's life. 
She went 


to 
the 
bad 
under 
the 
inspira- 


tion of a Wall street man, who was after- 
wards killed in a duel. I could give you 
names and dates of all, but it would be 
no matter. Much of it is told in Mack- 
enyie's pretended life of Jessie Hoyt. 
The broker was very good to her so long 
as he lived. Then she was befriended by 
one of the most popular hotel-keepers of 
fifty years ago. Mary, wh<{> had lived 
twenty-five years in the tombs and con- 
sorted with all the dregs of humanity 
without being herself entirely among 
them, once rode in her coach on the old 
Bloomingdale road, supped at Cato's 
and gratified her vanity behind her fan 
at the old Park theatre. She contracted 
a taste for strong drink and it was an 
easy slip for her down the "pyramid bad " 
You do not remember Bridewell, nor do I, 
but I have heard my father tell about it 
as it stood in the City Hall park, midway 
between the City Hall and Devin's cloth- 
ing store. Mary was one of its tenants 
often enough. Finally her thirst fordnnk 
and especially for nice wines was un- 
quenchable. On one occasion when she 
came to the Tombs soon after it was 
built, she surprised Miss Foster, the ma- 
tron, by asking permission to remain, 
and for a quarter of a century she has 
been a voluntary prisoner. Like the fa- 
ther of the Marshaisea prison, she became 
one cf the objects of interest to all visit- 
ors, and in her way she rather liked her 
consequence as 'Queen of the Tier Wo- 
men.' She never left the prison except 
twice a year. Then she would first go 
and see her relatives and next have a jolly 
spree and return to recuperate. Durinj 
the time she has been in the Tombs, she 
has probably supervused the clothing 
cleanliness and cells of three or fou: 
thousand women. There is a wretched 
French proverb that women are not kind

The Mulliausen Industrial Fund 


Aged Workmen. 


The Industrial Society, interesting it- 


self in considering the too generally sj,d 
condition of the wage-worker when the 
season\of his activity had passed, saw 
that it can hardly be expected that dur- 
ing his working season he could make, 
without assistance, adequate provision 
for his old age, since the amount he could 
possibly save from his wages was inad 
quate, and, besides, the wage-worker 
seldom the opportunity to become an ex- 
pert in the technicalities of investment. 
As a result of their investigations, in 1851 
an association, which now consists of nine 
firms, was formed to meet the difficulty.

Electric Executions. 


That species of solemn fantasticism for 


which the Germans are famous has 
reached about its climax in a letter of a 
pastor in a Prussian village to one of the 
leading Berlin papers. The epistle reads 
as it the ghosts of Hoffmann and Hauff 
had been galvanized from their graves 
especially to write it. 


Its author commences by deploring the 


fact that our modern punishment for 
murder simply makes the executioner 
guilty of the same crime as his victim; 
that we can only avenge one assasination 
by another. A second source of regret to 
him is that an execution has virtually be- 
come a species of brutal and degrading 
show. In view of these facts, he suggests 
the following improvements in capital 
punishment: 


The scene of an execution shall be the 


court-room in which the sentence was 
"pronounced upon the murderer. 
The 


walls of the room shall be draped in 
black, and the windows somberly cur- 
tained, in order to exclude all light. The 
only article of furniture in the apart- 
ment shall be the Judge's desk and an 
arm-chair. In the middle of the room 
shall be an iron figure of Justice, with 
her scales and sword. 
This effigy shall 


have m place of bowels as powerful an 
electric cattery as may be necessary. 
The battery shall be connected with the 
arm-chair, and governed by a mechanism 
in connection with the scales. The scene 
shall be lighted by a single torch, burn- 
ing on the Judge's desk." 


The only persons admitted to the ex 


ecution shall be the Judge, jury and oth- 
er officials concerned in the condemna- 
tion of the victim. That person shall be 
brought in and seated in the chair, to 
which he Shall be manacled immovably. 


Then the Judge shall read the stdiry 


of his crime to him and reiterate his sen- 
tence. This performed, he shall bfeak a 
rod of office and toss it into Justice's bal- 
ance. 


The scales will be weighed do\vu by 


this, and the electric current thus set in 
circulation. As the balance descends the 
Judge shall exstinguish|the torch, signi- 
fying that he thus puts, out the victim's 
life. 


So, in utter darkness, the subtle cur- 


rent of the great battery will do its work. 
Unseen by mortal eyes the condemned 
man will expiate his crime and justice 
will literally avenge itself. 


It is understood that Edison will be 


commissioned to make an experimental 
electric statue at once.
